An Act tojncorporate the Milwaukee and Waukesba Ilank Road Company. Chap 106

The people of the State of Wisconsin repiresented in Sen-
iwte and Assendly, do enact as follows :

Srcriox 1. The stockholders of the Milwaukee and
Waukesha plank road company, having been duly organ-
ized, and having complied with all the provisions of chap-
ter ﬁfty of the 1'evise(}l statutes requisite for a complete or-
ganization under the general plank road law, according to
the afidavit of the directors of said company endorsed on crested a body
the articles of association now on file in the office of the cerrerate.
secretary of state, and not being able fully to accomplish
the objects of said association under the general law, are
hereby declared a body politic and corporate, by the name
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’
and style of “The Milwaukee and Waukesha Plank Read
Company,” with perpetual succession, and they ehall re-
tain all the rights, and be subject to all the liabilities ac-

uired or incurred under their previous organization, and
shall have all the privileges, tranchises, and immunities
incident to a corporation, to wit: they shall be capable in
law of suing and being sued, of purchasing, holding, leas-
ing, and conveying estate, either real, personal, or mixed.
and in their corporate name may have a comwon seai,
which they may alteror renew at pleasure, and generaliy
may do all and singular the matters and things which thev
are authorized by Taw to do for the interest and well being
of said company.

Src. 2. The business and property of this company
shall e managed and conducted by a Dboard of seven dr
rectors, who shall be elected annually, atsuch time and
place as shall be directed by the by-laws of said corpora-
tion; and public notice shall be given of the time and
place of holding such election, of not less than twenty davs
previous thereto, in ~uch manner as shall be prescribed by
the Dy-laws of said company. The election of the direc-
tors shall be made by such of the stockliolders as shall at-
tend for that purpose either in person or by proxy. Al
elections shall be by ballot, and each stockholder shall be
entitled to as many votes as he or she shall own shares of
stock ; and the personshaving the greatest number of votes
shall be directors. Whenever any vacancy or vacancies
shall happen in the Doard of directors, such vacancy or
vacancies shall be filled for the remainder of the term by
the remaining directors. The directors shall hold their
office for the term of one year, and until othersare elected
in their place, and no person ghall be a director unless he
is a stockholder in the company ; and no stockholder shall
be entitled to vote for directors, or for any other purpose.

paid before such election.

In caseitshall happen that an election for di-
rectors shall not be lLeld on the day fixed for such election
by the by-laws of said company, such corporation shall

ted States. They shall have tull power to decide the time
and manner in which the said stockholders shall pay the
money due on their respective shares, not exceeding ten
per cent. in any one installment; norshall any two install-
ments be required to be paid within thirty days of each
other. They may sue for installments in the name of the
corporatien after the same shall have been due thirty days;
or may declare the shares of stock on which said install-
1iment shall have remained so due, torfeited to the use and
tor the benefit of said company: /’revided, the same be
not paid within thirty davs atter the publication of a no- "
tice to that effect in some paper publizhed in the county
where the owner or owners of such shares reside, and in
caze no paper shall be published in such county, then the
same may be published in & paper in an adjoining county,
or by written notice served upon such owners. The said
president and directors shall exercise all powers conferred
upon them by law, and pay all accounts, give and receive
such receipts and discharges of debts as shall be deemed
by them to be forthe best interests of saidl company.
They may prescribe the time for the meetings of stockhold-
eig, appoint and remove at their pleasure a secretary, treas-
urer, and engineer, and such other officers as they may
find necessary, and prescribe their duties and compensa-
tion, and may require such security as they may think prop-
er for the faithful performance of their trusts. They shall
meet at such times and places as shall be prescribed in
their by-laws. They shall have power to regulate tolls and
to make such covenants, contracts, and agreements with
any person or persons, or body politic whatever, as the ex-
gcution and management of the works and construction of
+aid road, the convenience and interest, the consolidation
of the stock of said company, and the prosperity of said
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company may require, and in general to superintend and
direct all the vperations of said company.

Skc. 7. The capital stock of said company shall not
exceed fifty thousand dollars, which shall be divided into
shares of one hundred dollars each; and said company
shall have power to construct a single or double track plank
road, or turnpike road, of a hard and even surface, and of
sufficient width to admit of the easy passing of wagons
and carriages from the eity of MilwauEee to the county
line between the county of Milwaukee and Waukesha,
over the route as located by said company under their for-
mer organization, and they shall have I)ower to extend
said road upon any eligible route to the village of Wauke-
sha in the county of Waukesha ; and they shall also have
power to erect all such gates, toll-houses, bridges and oth-
er works and appendages, as may be necessary for the con-
venience of said company in the building and use of said
road, and also to connect said road with any other road in
Wisconsin, and to unite and consolidate their stock with
any such plank or turnpike road.

Sec. 8. It shall and may be lawful for said company,
rewers to locate their officers, engineers, and agents, to enter upon any
revte & lands for the purpose of exploring, surveying, and locating

the route of said plank or turnpike road, doing thereto no
unnecessary damage, and wheneversaid routeshall be de-
termined by suid company, it shall be lawful forthem, their
agents, ofticers, engineers, contractors, and servants, at any
time to enter upon, take possession of, and use such lands
for the purposes of said road, not exceeding four rods in
width along the line of said route, subject, however, to
the payment of such compensation as the company may
bave agreed to pay therefor, or as shall be ascertained in
the manner hereinafter directed and provided for.

Sec. 9. When the said company cannot agree with
the owner or owners of any land, gravel, stone, or other
material required for the construction of said road, for the

within five days thereafter, transmit the same to the clerk
of the county court of the proper county, who shall file the
same. Such inquisition shall deseribe the property taken
or to be taken, or the boundaries ot the Jand in question, and
the valne thereof as aforesaid, and such valuation when paid,
together with the costs of such inquisition, or tendered to
the owner or owners, or deposited with the said court, shall
